Soldiers, UNB Students 
Clash; Three |lnj^^ 

Violent clashes broke out, this weekend betw^een^ New Brunswick 

students -and soldiers from C^mp Gkgetown. 



Three people, , including the 
editor of the UNB Student news 
paper, were injured ' seriously 
enough. to require hospital. treat- 
ment. Several others : were ar- 
rested. 

Although efforts to trace events 
from beginning, to end have 
proven 'virtually impossible be- 
cause of. conflicting stories, the 
trouble is believed to have started 
last Friday night. At this time a 
_Xamp Gagetown soldier, Ronald 
Pyke, of the third signals squad- 
ron, was allegedly stabbed in the 
face by a UNB studcni. 

. .INVESTIGATION 

After the dust had clparad, in- 
vestigation by police' ànd army 
provost corps could not uncover 
any evidence of UNB students 
participating in this affair. How- 
ever, on Saturday night it is 
•« reported Jhat Gagetown soldiers 
fispi't' catne-toiEredericton looking, for 
1-^'^^ retallatlbn^Tw» UNB students 
énded up.in .bosRital as a iresult 
of events of that evening, ^ _ 
, Most-seciôusly injured was tioi-- 
don M. llowse,.editor of the UNB 
student newspaper, "The BrunS- 
*- wickan". The editor was assault- 
ed when three persons, two be- 
' lieved to be soldiers, entered his 
boarding house. Fourteen stitches 
were required to close cuts on 
Howse's head following the fight. 

INJURY

sciunce student at UNB needed 
two stitches to close a cut after he 
was, Allegedly stabbed In the leg.

PROBE

commander, ordered a. thorough 
probe by the Royal Canadian Ar- 
my I'rovosl Corps into circums- 
tances which caused the light- 
ing. 



University of New Brunswick 
officials and the student disci- 
plinary Council ore similarly con- 
ducting an investigation to discover 
exactly how involved students were 
in the riots. 

Estimates of the total numbers 
of persons involved in the gene- 
ral melee were vague and raiige 
froni 200 • 700. A great many of 
the participants, particularly to- 
wards the end of the affair were 
local hoodlums and bully boys 
urging on soldiers and students.

Though 1 may be guilty of lèse-majesté towards the 
philosopher kings of the^SEC, and, their Commissioner,- Mr. 
Greenwood, I mîiîst'MvértKelësé '"venture to suggest that 
the Greenwood Report (prepared, in the gi-eat tradition 
of the Tremblay Report, by one who is a member of the 
SEC and who must therefore be entirely Impartial on issues 
involving SEC powers) follows the distinguished pattern 
of the Platonic dialectic : it creates paper tigers in order 
to destroy them. 



the - Important question, b .si- 
destepped. 

It snould be remembered in 
'this connection that it. is - not < 
proposed to separate tlie txt- 
cutfve -from the legisbtive po- 
wers, but both of these from 
the judicial power. This indeed 
is the main issue. At present- 
the Students' Executive Council 
is also a Lceislativc and a Ju> 
dicial Council. 

The suggestion that "if and 
when a certain issue arises which 
malces it appear that the SEC 
cannot take an impartial stand ... 
the SEC can always refer lbe is- 
sue to an ad ^hoc tribunal with 
clearly defined powers" assumes 
that, while the SEC might be 
partial on the issue. It would not 
DC -partial on the question of 
whether or not it Is partial on 
the issue. Indeed, one issue Is 
the removal of the compcttnz • 
comp«tanx from the SEC, that 
power which lets it decide what 
its own powers are. Such a power 
is less dangerous In the hands of 
the court. 

In short, it does not appear 
from anytUnf reported in the 
Dally that the question, whether 
McGlll- needs a Court r in the 
structure of its student- govern- 
ment, has nt all been considered 



For the most part, Mr. Green- 
wood's reasoning leads to conclu- 
sions assumed in his "a priori" 
premises, and not drawn from 
any empirical data coming from 
Investigation. In ^ther • words, 
the whole Idea of the students' 
court is to.t>e dismissed' on tho 
basis of B few tautologies. ' 

First; Mir; Greenwood objects 
to the proposed court on the 
grounds thai "such an institution 
has not been requhred In the past, 
and as an artificial body created 
to solve no particular or urgent 
problem, it would be likely lo^ 
atrophy.'' This argument assu; ■ 
mes what is to be proved : that 
there Is no need at present or in 
the past. Is such an assumption 
justified?-; Is the SEC impartial, 
for Instance, in the matt«r of 
election to ItsdfT . 

. In last year's elections for tM ! 
Commerce representative the i 
losing candidate,' MiaKtesull of 
personal invesUgatloB found proof 
of corrupt electoral " practices. 



many of the Law professors 
will agree. Nor is Mr. Green- 
wood optimistic.as to the qual- 
ity of the judg)ss..of tho stu- 
dent court; but surely,' how-, 
ever politically influenced they 
may be, they will not be thus 
influenced nearly to the extent 
of SEC members sitting In 
their own cause; and the fear 
which Mr. Greenwood evinces 
in' this matter obviously sug- 
gests that he finds the most 
nefarious influence at woric on 
those wlio presently liave- polit- 
ical power... student repre- 
sentatives who are, after all, 
little more responsible to the 
student body than judges, since 
they are not in a position to 
•stand for re-election on their 
records. 

As to the one-year appoint- 
ment,' this is a palpable paper 
tiger, because the. Judges. need 
not be appointed and their. tenn 
need not be limited to one.year; 
I Indeed, In a scheme présentéd 
to the SEC — which was' one

it quité plain that, had the losing 
candidate not taken the Investi- 
gation upon himself, tho SEC 
would not have been compelled 
to order a new election, and 
would not have done so on Its own 
initiative. 

Next, Mr. Greenwood sug- 
gests that the penal powers of 
the SEC are of a minor nature, 
not properly comparable to 
those of a State. Does Mr. 
Greenwood mean that he thinks 
there to be a difference of 
,rinciple^-..morely because the 
■^.C'U^unable to impose deaUi 
„. Imprisonment? He adds 
that. In any case, the aggrieved 
student Jnay appeal to the 
Senate. .. 

This is truly an astounding 
excuse: does Mr. Greenwood 
feel it-proper that the Univer- 
Ity shoulder :the:responsibilIties 
of student government, or that 
the students wish It to do so? 
llzs the possibility of redress 
by the Uhiversity become an 
excuse for bad student govern- 
ment? Indeed; one would ex- 
pect angered reaction from a 
Students' Council which can 
normally be expected to be 
noUily ■ensltlve to any en- 
/'croachment oh the sphere of 
student self-government 

As to the draughting of rules, 
- Mr. Greenwood Is not very 
complimentary to the SJLC. 
Draughting rules requires mer- 
ely good English and some in- 
telligence, as I suspect a good 



In Mr. Greenwood'* Report At 
least, n(ffliing came through \a 
the Daily report. AH we havje 
seen are tautologies '/«defitilng;

^ After assuming that the jud 
gcs would bo. appointed — 
which they need not bo — Mr. 
Greenwood unduiv prejudiced 
the case for appointing judges 
(pufting up the paper tiger, 
then tearing it down). "The 
SEC has been elected to be res 
ponsible, to thice decisions af- 
fecting vital student interests. 

To delegate part of this func 
Uon to an appointed body is 
simply to abdicate rcsponsiblll 
ty and to allow persons who 
have not been elected by jtU' 
dents to pronounce on their 
rights and duties". This constL^ 
tutes an . unreasoned attack on 
the appointment of Judges, not 
only of student Judges, but of 
judges- in general - 

Perhaps if Mr. Greenwood 
had to explain why he thinks 
that no judges should be ap- 
pointed, hQ might change his 
.mind, especially on the basis of 
U.S.' state' e:tperience. Of eour- 
Mr. Greenwood's statement 
delegating responsibility 
might merely have been intend- 
ed to mean that the SEC should 
not delegate powers which the 
Constitution delegates to itself. 
If this be so, the point becomes 
trivial, because the whole pro- 
ject is proposed as a Constitu 
tlonal amendment 

Mr. Greenwood* Is right in 
saying that tho creation of the 
court would entail division of 
powers, but as usual, the ques- 
tion as to the destrabillty of 
such a step, trhlch Is exactly

IsraePs Chance Unique 
To Aid Asia/ Says Eliav 

"Israeli bieâusV of its geosrraphical and historical position, is in a unique position 
to help the underdeveloped countries of Aaia and Africa" the Honourable Pinchas Eliav, 
Israeli Consul-General in Montreal told a group at the Hillel Foundation yestei-day. 



Mr. Ellav, a former Israeli de- 
legate to the United Nations, 
spoke on "Israel and tlic New 
States", in one of the "Focus on 
Israel" scries of lectures spon> 
sored by Hillel and the Student 
Zionist Organization. 

Mr. Eliav begin his address by 
referring to what- he called "per- 
haps the roost important problem 
in the world today: the revolt of 
non-Western states against the 
economic and political domination 
of the West". Mr. Eliav stressed 
that because of the rapid erowth 
of commanicatlons, and .the con- 
sequent realization of the stan- 
dards of living in other parts 
of the world. Africans and Orien- 



tals no longer take misery and 
starvation for granted. 

"This has been termed the 
Revolt of Rising Expectations, and 
the problem has not been solved 
by the eranting of independence, 
as. this has led to poorer adminis- 
tration and' lowçr standards of 
living. In some cases the gap has 
been widening, rather than nar- 
rowing", 

Israel is uniquely capable of 
helping Afro-Asia because of five 
factors Mr. Eliav declared. Is- 
rael's position of being a small 
country with . little capital, beset 
by heavy odds,- as well as the fact 
that she has no imperialistic am- 
bitions has tented to ally Afro- 
Asian suspicions. She has succeed-

cd in combining social progress 
and human freedom, with a mini- 
mum- of capitalism,' which is dis- 
trusted by- new nations.

Mr. Eliav pointed out that 
Israel has had to develop specific 
skills which are also important to 
the emerging states. Agricultural 
co-operatives and irrigation pro- 
jects developed by -Israeli-^ plan- 
ners arc being copied in countries 
with similar problems and a small 
population 

'The example of Israel's army 
which combines both civilian and 
military duties is of particular 
interest to Afro-Aila" Mr. Eliav 
continued. 

"Israel's motives in helping 
Afro-Asia are threefold" Mr, 
Eliav said. "She has a with to be 
integrated in the Asian world of 
which she was historically a part, 
she -needs as many friends as 
possible in- view of the hostility 
of the Arabs, and feels that she 
can make- a unique contribution.

DH Lawrence Analyzed 
At SCM Noon Seminar 

"D. H. Lawrence and the^îJeWtBthic" was the subject 
under discussion at a noon-hdur'!siminar held yesterday at 
SCM House. A small group of students met under the 
leadership of Rev. Frank Thompson. 

Rev. Thompson, who leads' the 
discussions, has been a member 
of the SCM since his undergraduate 
days, and b now taking post gra- 
duate stadies at McGill. As a mi- 
nister in the Anglican Church, he 
will, of course, support the Clu-is- 
tian cthic, although his aim Is not 
conversion of the students, and 
he hopes for some staunch agnos- 
tics to support the opposite view- 
point. 



Lawrence was chosen as the cem 
tral figure of the discussions be- 
cause his writings arc a typical 
expression of a modern idea of hu- 
man behavior, not because the 
ethic which he expounds is in rea- 
lity a "new" one. His books arc an 
analysis of modem life and beha- 
vior, and as such certain passages 
will be discussed in detail, in order 
to detcrmino exactly what his 
cthic was.
